The menu, sectioned into Bites, Colds, Smalls, and Not 
So Small, took us on a culinary journey around the world 
as we dove into savory churros filled with shrimp, chorizo 
and ginger and tender Spanish octopus with cilantro, 
watermelon and palmito. Baby beets witli strained yogurt, 
key lime and pistachio and fresh cobia with cashew, 
cucumber and honey w^ere simply perfect. Creamy ricotta 
is served with black mission hg, Tliai basil and Citterio 
chorizo while sandwicliitos filled with pork belly and 
watermelon rind on plantain brioche burst with flavor. 

Pumpkin gnocchi with pork rib, lemon and red shiso 
melted in our mouths, while die Wagyai rib eye with baby 
fennel, leek and daikon was grilled to perfection. Chicken 
nuggets witl^ avocado, Kirby cucumber, onion, and sweet 
n' sour dipping sauce w^as a meal in itself along with the 
scallop served with white asparagus, black garlic, pea 
tendrils. Succulent turkey leg with red cabbage, potato 
cream and sage, yellow curry rice noodles wltJi snow crab 
and Chinese sausage as well as oxtail with sweet potato, 
miso and jaJapeno negro w^as sensational. Don't miss die 
irresistible cauliflower with bacoji, queso fresco and yuzo 
or the wild mushrooms with nashi pear, butternut squasli 
and apple elder. Tire Pigg)^ suclding pig with mofongo, 
mustard seed and lardon and the whole fish basted with 
cardamom butter, served widr pomelo and watermelon 
radish is perfect to share. Luscious risotto with tiger shrimp, 
beech mushroom, uni butter and mussels and clams with 
coconut, chorizo and safiron is a treat for die senses.

Tl’ie thick 
skin also contributes to 
increased tannins that help the 
wines age well and give them a 
fuller body, Syrah wines can exhibit 
a wide range of aromas and 
flavors depending on tlie wine 
region and age of the wine. In 
general, some of the primary 
notes exhibited are violets, dark 
berries, chocolate, licorice, and 
perhaps most recognizable is black 
pepper and spices. Syrah tends to 
possess a strong pepper aroma foat 
is a defining characteristic. But as 
the wine ages, additional tertiary and 
earthy notes evolve such as leather and 
truffle. 

So if you feel like branching out a 
bit from Cabernet Sauvignon or Pinot 
Noir, consider trying out a spicy Syrah 
from d^e Northern Rhone or a power- 
ful Shiraz horn Australia or California.

Spices 

and herbs (fresh or dried) 
are commonly used to add flavor and color 
to yotir dishes but they also add some nutritional 
and health benefits. In addition to vitamins, minerals and 
the food preservation capacity' of spices, they provide antioxidants, 
anti-inflammatory, antibacterial and anti-fungal properties that can bring 
remarkable disease- fighting benefits and medicinal value to your meals. 

Both, spices and herbs come from plants, what make them different is fiom 
where they are obtained. Herbs are from the leafy, green part of the plant and Spices aie 
from the root, stem, bulb, bark or seeds. Herbs include basil, oregano, cilantro, parsley, 
rosemary and mint. Spices are usually dried and/or pow'dered like cinnamon, turmeric, 

garlic, cloves, ginger and pepper, 

Use fresh herbs and spices to boost nutrients and flavor in your green salads, vinaigrettes 
and sauces and to "spice up” your favorite dishes. Some herbs/spices are used for their taste 
while others for their aroma. Tl>e cooking stage at which herbs/spices are added to a dish 
can make a big difference. Soft leaf herbs such as basil and cilantro are best uncooked or 
added at the end of cooking to retain flavor^ aroma and color. Hardy herbs like rosemary 
and oregano can stand the heat so it is better to add them early in the cooking process. 
Tlae aroma and flavor of spices come from its essential oils. Tire oils in most 
spices contain many constituent chemical compounds that enhance taste 
and inapart their medicinal benefits. Spices like turmeric and garlic need 
to be cooked for their extraordinary medicinal compounds and 
flavors to be released. Stay away from the bland stereotype 
associated with nutritious food and keep your healthy 
dishes colorful and tasty with these essential 
herbs and spices.
